Waeltz, who was 68 years old, was 
found dead one morning at the foot of 
a stairway between the second and third 
floors of the Stookey —— in Belle- 
ville. 

Baker operated a photograph studio 
on the third floor, and -Mrs. Schanot, 
who was then Miss Nellie Morton, was 
his assistant. She and Baker disap- 
peared, following: the. discovery. of 
Waeltz’s body, but ‘the girl réturned to 
Belleville two days later and was ar- 
rested. 

She told the police that she had been 
in the studio with Waeltz and Baker the 
night before Waeltz’s body was. found. 
She said Baker had made -the old man 
drunk and chloroformed him with a 
view of getting his money. 

The woman said she left the studio 
before Baker did. and waited for him at 
the public square. When. he joined her 
there he told her, she said, that Waeltz 
had fallen down the stairway and ap- 
| parently hurt himself very badly. . The 
two then fled to St. Louis, where she 
left Baker. 

Although a large reward was offered 
for Baker’s ‘apprehension, no -trace of 
him was found ~wntil “Fred Kessering,”’ 
arrested... Thursday in Danville | for 
drunkenness, boasted while under the 
influence of liquor that he was wanted 
in Belleville for the murder of Peter 
Waelts. _ 

Is Held Without Bail. 

The Danville authorities immed!- 
ately summoned Mulconnery and 
Tecklenberg, both of whom, accord- 
ing to dispatches, Nave identified, 
“Kessering’’ as Baker. 

Mrs.. Schanot. was. arrested by Dep- 
uty Sheriff Richard: Seitz and ar- 
rigned before Justice Wangelin. She 
waived a preliminary hearing and at 
3 a. m. Saturday was sent to jail to 
be held without bail for the grand 
jury. 

When arrested the first time the 
woman said she had ained in the 
studio to “jolly’ Waeltz while Baker 
tried to get the money. She 
held several weeks and released wh2n/ 
hope of finding Baker was aban- 
doned.

CHICAGO, Nov, 18.—Nine Chicago 
packers were balked in their efforts 
to escape trial in the United States 
District Court for criminal violation 
of the Sherman anti-trust law when 
Judge Kohlisaat, in the United States 
Circuit Court, quashed a writ of ha- 
beas corpus, on which they depended, 
and directed that an order be entered 
remanding the petitioners to’ their 
original sureties. 

In denying a petition for a new 
bond Judge Kohisaat sald: “The 
quashing of the writ leaves the case 
exactly as if the petition for the 
writ of habeas corpus had orig- 
inally denied.” : 

The action of the Circuit ,Court 
Judge, the Government attorneys as- 
sert, makes certain that the trial of 
the indicteq packers who stand in the 
foremost ranks of the meat industry, 
will proceed at 10 o’clock. Monday 
morning before Judge Carpenter. 

Counsel for the packers refused, 
afterm-the ruling, to discuss the case, 
but it was intimated that their hopes 
were set on obtaining a stay from 
the- Supreme Court of the United 
States on the appeal from his decision 
which Judge Kohlsaat said he would 
allow. 

The formal entering of the order 


dismissing the writ and remanding, 


the packers together with the enter- 
ing of the appeal ‘is all that remains 
for the Circuit Court. 

Atfer the court had ruled against 
the habeas corpus writ, counsel :for 
the packerg made an attempt to get 


tthe new bail bonds. 


Attorney Mayer declared: “If -we 
are not permitted to give bail, we 
will bé back in the custody of the 
District Court. I assure the court that 
if our,request ig granted we will use 
all possible efforts to get a ruling 
from the Supreme Court in 60 or 99 
days.” 

Opposing the request Attorney 
Shean declared it te be only a sub- 
terfuge to prevent the District Court 
trial. 


The case of the Chicago packers 
has been before the courts for nine 
years without thelr having been 
forced to trial.

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FREIGHT RATES 


BETWEEN RIVER 
GHTTES REDUCED 


Interstates Commerce Commis- 
sion Finds Present Charges 
Are Discriminatory. 





WASHINGTON, Nov. 18.—Material 
reductions in class freight rates be- 
tween Mississippi River and Missouri 
River cities were ordered today by 
the Interstate Commerce Commission, 
There reductions will make propor- 
tionate decreases in the class rates 
between Atlantic seaboard points and 
Missouri River cities, including Sioux 


City, Io. 

‘The commission finds that the rates 
“between the rivers”-—the. Mississippi 
and Missouri—are unreasonable and 
discriminatory, particularly as parts 
of through rates frcm Eastern points 
to Missouri River destinations, . Rep- 
aration is denied by the commission. 

The reductions ordered hich must 
be established before Dec. 30, 1911, are 
from 60 cents a hundréd pounds on first- 
class traffic to 55 cents; from 46 cents 
to 41 cents on second-class; from 3% cents 
to 32 cents on third-class; from 27 cents 


“to 24 cents on fourth-class, and from 22 


cents to 20 cents on fifth-class. An aver- 
age reduction of 1% cents a hundred 
pounds is made on the ‘lettered classes 
of freight. 

The order of the commission affects 
the rates and reyenues of all transconti- 
nental carriers. It is a substantial re- 
affirmation of the principle of the order 
in the Burnham-Hanna-Munger ¢ase, al- 
though the reductions are not so great, 
the commission holding in the present 
proceeding, that as to the proposed in- 
2reased rates, the carriers “have to some 
extent sustained the burden of proof 
cast upon them by the statute.”

Storage Warehouse where Ferrenbach 
had placed a box for safekeeping. In 
this box she says she found a second 
will. 

' The story of how Mrs, Guhman found 
the second will and arguments to estab- 
lish it as the last testament of Ferren- 
bach are being heard in Judge Muench’s 
court Saturday. 

Mrs. Guhman says her father was for 
many years an officer in the St. Vin- 
cent de Paul Society of the St. Nicholas 
German Catholic Church and kept the 


before his death he took a box to the 
warehouse for storage ‘and in this box he 
placed some personal papers together 
with the records of the society. It was 
in this box that Mrs. Guhman found the 
will now being considered oy the court 
and a jury. 
Property Left in Trust. 

A will dated Dee, 23, 1907, had been. ad- 
mitted to probate and left to Mrs. Guh- 
man $15,000 and houses<at 1805-07 Mor- 
gan street and Page boulevard. 
This will provided that her inheritance 
should held in trust by the Mississip- 
pi Valley Trust Co. “free and clear 
from the maritial rights of her husband,”’

found in the storage warehouse makes 
he same bequest but does not Iéave 
the property in trust and contains no 
restraining clause regarding the hus- 
band.

Those named as’ defendants in the‘ 
suit are Edward J. and Thomas. Fer- 
renbach and Mrs. Annie G. Walter, 
the other children of Thomas Fer- 
renbach, also several charitable in- 
stitutions. The Mississippi Valley. 
Trust’ Co., as trustee for Mrs. Guh- 
man, is also named. ° 

The genuineness of the will is at- 
tacked by John S. Leahey, who as- 
serts the signature is not that .of 
Ferrenbach. The signature of the 
late F. M. Estes, who is said to have 
signed as a witness, is also attaeKed> 

Signatures Called Genuine. 

Mrs. Guhman’s attorneys, Former 
Judge James R. Kinealy dnd William 
B. Kinealy, put two attorneys who 
had occupted offices with Estes on 
the stand. Both attorneys, F. A. 
.Wind and Frank X. Geraghty, said 
the signature was Estes’ writing. Ex- 
perts also testified that the Ferren- 
bach signature was genuine, after 
comparing it with samples of the tes- 
tator’s writing.

The Sermon on the 
Mount, to him, is'a description of what 
heaven will be, a communion of peace- 
makers, of the pure in heart, of the 
seekers after righteousness, of those 
who mourned but are now comforted, of 
those who having forgiven others, are 
themselves forgiven.

Fifth Symphony’s andante movement, 


gave the one moment of,greatest pleas- 


ure to the Odeon audience assembled 
yesterday afternoon for the second con- 
cert of the Symphony Orchestra's sea- 
son, which.js to be repeated this even- 
ing. 

It seemed to me, also, that Mr. Zach’s 
men acquitted themselves more notably 
in the Beethoven symphony than in any 
other number of the program's varied 
offering. 

This is eminently proper, of course, as 
your true symphony player must needs 
love his Beethoven with. a surpassing 
love, and it is well-nigh inevitable that 
the pure ‘Beethoven song’ quality 
should make the most potent ap- 
peal. The andante was very tenderly 
interpreted, the cellos and wood-winds 
especially distinguishing themselve:, 
making the most of the good oppor- 
tunity here given them. 

Mme, Bernice de Pasquali, color- 
atura soprano of the Metropolitan 
Opera Company, Was the soloist of the 
day. She was heard in the recitative 
and aria from Donizetti’s “Linda di 
Chamounix” and in the levely bell 
song from Delibes’ “Lakme,” with a 
joyous little English ballad sung as 
an encore following this latter pro- 
gram number, 

The Donizetti score gave Mme, Pas- 
quali’s voice its most successful em- 
ployment and seemed most to please 
her hearers. The “Lakme” bell song 
proved rather too severe a test of her 
purity of tone, and, precisely to the 
extent that she failed fully to meet 
its exacting requirements, was a dis- 
appointment to the audience. The 
work of the orchestra in the instru- 
mental score of this number was 
itruly beautiful. 

Rabaud’s symphonic poem, the 
“Protession Nocturne,” based on Le- 
nau’s version:.of the “Faust” legend, 
was the program’s novelty offering, 
being’ now presented for the first 
time by Mr. Zach’s players. The com- 
position does not rise fully to the 
possibilities of its splendidly dramatic 
and emotional theme, although it con- 
tains certain passages of exqutsite 
poetic thought, one in particular 
where a daring and effective use is 
made of the first violin. Its com- 
pleted performance, however, left its 
hearers somewhet eold and unmoved. 

The program’s, opening number, the 
Tschaikowsky “Romeo and Juliet’’ 
overture fantasie, was/fich in glowing 
color and a certain blend of passion- 
ate ardor and the suggestion of tmpend- 
ing. tragedy, with a brief period dur- 
ing which a very effective sounding of 
the spiritual note of religious appeal 
was heard. The Symphony players gave 
this score a quite competent interpre- 
tation, save for a curious hesitancy fi 
‘the brasses at one big moment, pracing 
something of the stamp of indecision 
upon that instant’s achievement. 

A dear delight of other seasons was 
heard in Chabrier’s “Espana’ rhapsody, 
with which the program closed. The 
presentation of this greatly picturesque 
composition, magnificently vital with the 
red-blooded fervor of the native Span- 
ish dance-musie upon which it is found- 
ed, has always meant a triumph for 
Mr. Zach’s men. The triumph was re- 
peated yesterday afternoon with an in- 
creased emphasis due to the larger pos- 
sibilities of this season's orchestra, upon 
which such a score makes the fullest 
tonal demand. 

Mr. Zach was repeatedly called to the 
footlights at the ccnoert’s close, the au-

Chicago’s ‘“‘new’’ idea of teaching the 


proper methods of feeding and caring 
for babiés to girls in the domestic sci- 
ence classes of the hign schoo's by using 
real babies as clinical material is not 
at all new in St. Louis. Such courses 
are taught in the domestic science 
classes of St. Louis high schools and 
have been for a long time. But babies 
are not brought into the class rooms. 

Supt. Ben Bleweit said Saturday the 
matter of using babies to illustrate the 
work had been suggested here anl had 
received thoughtful attention. He added, 
however, that it had been deemed best 
to forego that part of the training here. 

System in St. Louis, 

The St. Louis system treats the care 
of children in connection with the study 
of home nursing. Methods of cooking 
food for infants are taught thoroughly, 
as well as the methods of caring for 
simple ailments of babies. The stu- 
dents get instruction also fn chil-ren’s 
diseases in general so they may readily 
distinguish the symptoms of dangerous 
and conta.jjious maladies. Further than 
that the St. Louis course does not go. 
The use of living babies in classes 
has been adopted also in some of the 
New York schools. Principal William 
McAndrew. of the Washington Irving 
School, New York, recently explained 
the system there. 

“Nearly every girl in our school has 
little brothers and sisters of assorted 
ages,”’ McAndrew said. 
“When one of our teachers needs a 
2-year-old boy or girl to demonstrate 
‘giving the baby a bath’ or ‘the first 
tooth,’ or something of that kind, she 
has to state which girl is to bring 
along Exhibit A, otherwise. so many 
little brothers and sisters would make 
their appearance, there would not be 
room for the class. 
“Our course in dressmaking teaches 
the girls *how to make the baby’s 
dresses and our cooking arid housekeep- 
ing classes show them how to prepare 
nourishing food, how to pasteurize milk, 
how to treat the indigestive disturb- 
ances of early infancy. Primarily our 
object is to teach them how to care 
for the little brothers and sisters they 
all have, but. secondarily it fits them 
for the career. of motherhood, whic} 
probably 80. per cent of them will 
adopt. . >

Neumayer Committed Suicide 
—Family Upstairs Overcome. 


AN INQUEST IS ORDERED 


investigation Shows All of the 
‘Cracks in Windows and 
Doors Were Plugged. 


A Coroner’s jury was assembled at 
Belleville Saturday to investigate the 
death of Mrs. Anna Neumayer, 3% 
years old, and her son Walter, i 
months old, who were asphyxiated Fri- 
day by gas from a stové in their apart- 
ments at 12 South Chestnut street, 
Belleville. 

The woman's husband Anton Neu- 
mayer, who is an inspector for the St. 
Clatr County Gas and BDlectric Co., told 
the officials he believed his wife had 
killed herself and her baby while tem- 
porarily deranged. 

Mrs. Neumayer was last seen alive 
at 9 a. m. Friday, when she appeared 
in the yard and immediately re-en- 
tered the house. When her husband 
returned from work in the evening 
he found the house locked and all the 
shades drawn. He entered by break- 
ting a kitchen door. 

The body of the baby lay on the 
floor and that of Mrs. Neumayer was 
seated in a chair. Four burners of a 
gas stove and a light jet were open, 
and Neumayer was almost overcome 
by gas while trying to open the doors 
and windows. 

The Neumayers occupied the first 
floor and in an apartment directly 
above them on the second floor, Joseph 
Kuhn, a fireman, found Mrs. Martin 
Gaubatz and her three children, almost 
dead, from gas which had come up 
from below. 

Mrs. Neumayer had plugged eyery hole 
and crevice through which air might en- 
ter her kitchen. Im a saucer on the 
table was a white powder partly dis- 
solved in water. It was taken by the 
police to be analyzed, and the result of 
the analysis is to be announced at the 
inquest. 

Neumayer was so deeply affected by 
the death of his wife and baby that a 
physician had to attend him. The Gau- 
batz family was revived.
